More than 80 men, women 
and children circled the CSUS 
campus Wednesday in a rally 
showing the university popu- 
lation and President Donald 


Gerth the broad range of support 
at CSUS for restoring funding to 
the Women’s Resource Center. 

One of the marchers’ chants 
called for the removal of student 
body president Sandra Schlemmer 
and other student officers who 
voted to slash the center’s budget 
to zero on April 30. 

“I don’t think it’s fair when 
they support other programs and 
don’t fund the only program for 
women,” said Shannon Hoff. “I 
am a single mom and where else 


can I go to find the support I 
need?” 

The rally began under a shaded 
area at the Library Quad. 
Equipped with signs and wearing 
black arm bands, the crowd — 
ranging in age from 4 to over 60 


.— circled the campus, shouting 


out chants and asking the occa- 
sionally bemused onlookers for 
support in their struggle to keep 
the WRC open next year. 

The reaction from the students 
lining the walkways and in the 


common areas was mixed. Some 
supported the actions of the 
crowd; others were rather vehe- 
ment in their condemnation. 

“Why should we support some- 
thing like that?” said one female 
student who refused to be identi- 
fied. “They’re nothing but a bunch 
of dykes.” 

But most students appeared to 
be supportive of the marchers’ 
goals, some even joining in as the

Krabacher elected new chair of Academic Senate

Geography professor Thomas 
Krabacher was elected chairman of the 
CSUS Academic Senate for the 1997- 
98 school year on May 8. 

Before the votes were cast, 
Krabacher gave a brief speech in which

he thanked outgoing Chair Mike 
Fitzgerald for his work on behalf of the 
senate. Krabacher praised Fitzgerald’s 
weekly newsletter, “From Where I Sit,” 
which addressed campus issues. 

Krabacher said he sees the Aca- 
demic Senate as both the “voice” and 
the “vehicle” of the faculty. 

The new chairman said he wants to 


get more faculty members involved in 
and aware of what the senate is doing. 
He also wants to see issues brought to 
the senate’s attention much sooner. 

“I would like to see the senate get 
involved much earlier in the long-range 
planning processes,” he said. 

Using the perimeter road as an ex- 
ample, Krabacher said the senate had

“strong opinions on both sides, but no 


matter which way you came down on 


‘the issue, it was so late in the process 
' that it was pretty much a done deal.” 


Krabacher declined to state his 
position on the pending senate refer- 
endum that would prevent adminis- 


_ trators from holding seats on the sen- 


ate. “The senate will function much 
the same, regardless of the outcome,” 
he said. 

A relative newcomer to the capi- 
tal campus, Krabacher became a full- 
time instructor at CSUS in 1988. 
Colleagues say he has been contrib- 
uting his leadership skills from the 
very beginning. 

Krabacher served as vice chair on 
the senate earlier this year, and at- 
tributes his leadership experience and 
fairness to his ascent to chair of the 
Academic Senate. 

Before serving on the Academic 
Senate, Krabacher also served on the 
Academic Council for the School of 
Arts and Sciences for six years, the last 
four years as chair. 

Krabacher is an associate professor 
of geography, but received his first 
degree, a B.S. in psychology, from 
Michigan State University. 

Asked how he made the leap from 
psychology to geography, Krabacher said, 
“The clinical psychology program at 
Michigan State turned out not to be what 
I originally thought it would be, so I 
pursued my interest in geography.” 
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Dr. Donald R. Gerth’s Statement 
Regarding the Women’s Resource 
Center: 

“On Wednesday, 139 statements in- 
dividually signed by students, faculty, 
and staff supportive of the Women’s 
Resource Center were delivered to my 
office. The demeanor of the approxi- 
mately 75 marchers emphasized their 
seriousness of purpose in communicat- 
ing to the university the need to provide 
educational programs and services rela- 
tive to women in the university commu- 
nity. [have also received a petition signed 
by more than 2,600 people supporting 
continued funding of the center. Califor- 
nia State University, Sacramento, should 
provide both education programs regard- 
ing women in society and support ser- 
vices for women. 

Dr. Jolene Koester, provost and vice 
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president for Academic Affairs, and Dr. 
Shirley Uplinger, vice president for Stu- 
dent Affairs, have begun meeting with 
representatives of the Women’s Resource 
Center, the Women’s Studies Depart- 
ment, and ASI to address the issue of the 
funding for the Women’s Resource Cen- 
ter. 

When I receive the budget from 
ASI, I will follow Trustee policy and in 
this instance defer approval of the bud- 
get in order for discussion to take place 
relative to ASI’s decision regarding 
funding of the Women’s Resource 
Center. In addition, I will be establish- 
ing a work group representative of stu- 
dents, faculty and particularly exper- 
tise from the community to recom- 
mend program and service priorities 
and administrative structure for pro- 
viding such.”

Fourth Annual Heritage Festival kicks off summer in Sacramento

Imagine finding a place filled with

ine it— itexists! The Fourth Annual 
Sacramento Heritage Festival, held 
May 31 and June 1 at Camp Pollock 
Boy Scout Camp, has all this and 
more. 

Advance tickets are $6 and $8 at 


the door. Gates open at 10 a.m. and 


close at 7 p.m. Tickets can be pur- 
chased at Tower Records, the Sacra- 
mento Metropolitan Arts Commis- 
sion and Skip’s Music. 

The festival features more than 
100 bands, 85 percent of which 
are either local groups or from the 
Bay Area. These bands will per- 
form on seven stages and repre- 
sent-a variety of musical back- 
grounds and genres, from jazz and 
blues to gospel, reggae, and even 
alternative and abstract music. 





But music isn’t the only thing 
going on at the celebration. The 
Juke Joint, formerly known as The 
Clubhouse, erupts into rhythm and 
blues and welcomes Sacramento’s 
own Sunland Blues Band on Sat- 
urday. Sunday morning opens with 
gospel music, with women per- 
formers hitting the stage later in 
the day, including the group Sugar 
Pie deSanto.

A group presses to the edge of a 
burning shoreline, trying to get to an 
island that is magically protected from 
the molten lava around it. There is only 
one way to get to the island, and some of 
the group members are injured. To get 
there they have to swing over arope, but 
the rope is just out of reach. How are 
they going to get the rope and safely 
transport the injured over to the small 
crowded island? 

After five minutes of tossing around 
ideas, the dominant group members par- 
ticipating in the ropes course choose a 
method. They put their belts together 
and lasso the rope. 

‘Was that the most efficient way of 
getting the rope,” Emiliano Pulumbo, 
director and originator of the ropes 
course, asks the triumphant group when 
it finally made it to safety. He tells them 
there is a better way and gives everyone 
the lunch break to think about it. 

The ropes course offer students an 
opportunity to break through stale ways 
of thinking that hinder creativity. Pro- 
fessors from several departments use 
the two-hour, low-elements course as a 
lab to prepare students for leadership 
and team work in the real world. 

Dr. Baldini, professor of exercise

physiology, said he finds that his stu- 


‘dents work more efficiently if he starts . 


off the semester with the ropes course. 

“The students get to know each other 
quicker,” said Baldini. 

Keith Bisirat, of the engineering de- 
partment, also uses the ropes. He said he 
believes the course to be of value when 
the students become engineers and are 
working out in the field. 

“Tt’s valuable in discussing gender 
and cultural issues in the workplace,” 
Bisirat said. 

The eight-hourropes course also pre- 
sents physical challenges. Team mem- 
bers can climb a 20-foot wall or a four- 
inch beam while held secure by the 
other team members. This demands 
members put enormous ‘trust in their 
team mates. . 

Pulumbo creates mental challenges 
specifically tailored to meet the goals 
and objectives of each group. On this 
particular day, the participants are from a 
teen-age leadership group called White 
Stage. Their ages range from 16 to 19 
years old. 

Ropes courses have gained popular- 
ity over the years as part of the self-help 
movement. There are an estimated 60 
coursesin Northern California. Thecourses 
offer a variety of styles of helping people 
overcome personal limitations. 

The ropes course offers “challenge 


by choice,” said Pulumbo. Part of the 
challenge, according to Pulumbo, is 
understanding the choice one has in 
deciding what limitations one is will- 
ing to overcome. , 

Sometimes, ropes courses offer 
extreme situations that take place over 
many days and in wilderness settings. 
Team members are coached in how to 
getanothermemberthrough challenges. 
Since the course is often set in the 
remote wilderness, there is no turning 
back. 

The ropes course takes a more pas- 
sive approach. Participants are continu- 
ally asking to explain their decisions, 
allowing them to feel valuable within 
their group. 

Pulumbo has been with the ropes 
course for five years, and designed the 
current course, which is adjacent to the 
Alumni Grove. This current course site 
is shaded by mature redwoods and 
planted with other trees donated from 
the Sacramento Tree Foundation. The 
area even has an owl and a red-tailed 
hawk in residence in the mature trees. 

The CSUS Ropes Course is free to 
students who come as a group. Anyone 
interested can sign up at Peak Adven- 
tures, whichis located in the University 
Union.

Chokin’ on the Jokes

Itseems that today’s music industry 
is too concerned with labeling bands. 
Bands are forced to be “alternative,” 
“ska,” “Tetro” or“‘rap.”’ Let them try tg 
label Lotus Crown. Their debut album, 
Chokin’ onthe Jokes, under the Reprise 
Records label, is indefinable. 

The band starts. with the traditional 
guitar/bass guitar/drum formatand then 
adds a variety of samples and synthe- 
sizer pieces to their music.

How important can one athlete 
be on a 17-player softball roster? 
If you are Susie Bugliarello, you 
are the difference between a win- 
ning or losing season. 

Although Sac State (17-15, 32- 
24-1) softball did not advanced to 
the NCAA post season, the pitch- 
ing of Bugliarello kept the team 


-in the hunt for a postseason berth. 


Bugliarello, a native of Sunny- 
vale, finished the season with a 
21-9 record and a 0.93 ERA and 
pitched over half of the team’s 
wins and bailed out a slumping 
offense throughout the season. 
Bugliarello might have not 
earned the chance to go to the 
NCAA postseason, but she did 
earn Big West Conference pitcher 
of the week honors three times 


this season. She has also been 
honored as a member of the first 
team Big West Conference team. 

“T am really happy for Susie,” 
Sac State head coach Kathy 
Strahan said. “She is one of the 
most dominant pitchers in this 
sport. In fact, I wouldn’t have 
been. surprised if she had been 
named Big West pitcher of the 
year.” Cal Poly San Luis Obispo 
junior pitcher Desarie Knipfer 
was named the conference pitcher 
of the year. 

Bugliarello has been named an 
All-American pitcher for the last 
two seasons and should be named 
to the team for her third straight 
season due to her season totals 
compared to last year’s. She has a 
lower ERA, opponent batting av- 
erage and a higher strike out total 
than last season. 

Bugliarello, also known as 


“Shooter” by her teammates, is 
currently ranked fourth in the 
nation in strikeouts per seven in- 
nings with 9.9 and her career to- 
tal for strikeouts per seven in- 
nings of 8.5 ranks her No.8 on the 
NCAA Division I all-time list. 
She is also ranked No. 8 on the 
NCAA Division I all-time 
strikeout list with 945. 

In the 1997 season, Bugliarello 
posted double-digit strikeouts in 
14 games, including a season-high 
18 against No. 10 Cal Poly SLO. 
She also posted double-digit 
strikeout performances in five 
straight games. She did this 
against Stanford of the Pac-10, 


Big West foes University of the’ 


Pacific and Utah State, San Jose 
State of the Western Athletic 
Conference and Creighton of the 
Mid-American Conference. 
With the same number of 


mound appearances as last sea- 
son, Bugliarello has allowed 
fewer hits, runs and earned runs 
while having pitched more in- 
nings. Her improvements have 
also made her ranked among the 
top three pitchers in the competi- 
tive Big West Conference in 
strikeouts, innings pitched, com- 
plete games, hits, strikeouts per 
seven innings, appearances and 
opponent batting average. 

Bugliarello did receive some 
help, both offensively and defen- 
sively, and was not the only Hor- 
net to be honored by the Big West. 
Sophomore shortstop Katie Cichy 
and junior third baseman Jill Haas 
both received second team All- 
Big West honors. 

Cichy batted .316 for the season 
and led Sac State with 24 RBI in 53 
games. She also led the team with 11 


_ doubles this season. 


“TI was pleased to see Katie, as 
a sophomore, start to get this kind 
of acknowledgment and recogni- 
tion because I think it’s very de- 
serving,” Strahan said. “Her stats 
were tops and I think she has the 
potential to be a big-time player. 
Defensively, she also gets a lot of 
action at shortstop and handles it 
incredibly well.” 

Haas, a native of Sacramento, 
had a team-best three home runs, 
including a grandslam at Cal Sate 
Northridge in the final week of 
the season. She batted .250 on the 
year and finished with 21 RBI, 
second only to Cichy. Defen- 
sively, Haas posted a .958. field 
percentage. 

“Jill is just phenomenal in her 
ability to play defense. She played 
in every single game for us here 
and that’s a real credit to her and 
how she is to us,” Strahan said.
